Privy Council Dismisses 
Appeal of Province on 


Succession Duties 


LONDON, July 27.—In one of the 
most important Canadian appeals 
before the judicial committee of 
the Privy Council for some time, 
their lordships today ruled the 
Alberta government has no right 
to exact succession duties on estate 
property either within or without 
the province 

The Privy Council dismissed the 
appeal of the province of Alberta 
from a ruling of the Alberta court 
of appeal that the goyernment had 
no right to impose succession duties 
on property outside Alberta The 
Alberta court, however. had held 
the government was entitled to im- 
pose duties on personal property 
within the province 


CROSS-APPEAL ALLOWED 

The Privy Council allowed the, 
cross-appeal of executors of the 
estate of the late I. K. Kerr, who 
maintained the government cannot 
legally collect succession duties on 
property outside the province, and 
that duties on property within the 
province are indirect taxation 
owing to the executors being re-

THE BATTLE OF THE NIRA 


President Roosevelt's National Industrial Re- 
covery Act, which has been initial-summarized into 
NIRA for popular consumption, is one of the most 
radical measures of control which American in- 
dustry has ever had to face. It not only compels 
each branch of business to draw up its own code 
of wages and prices, but it gives the president 
power to alter these codes if they do not suit him 
It substitutes co-operation for competition. It or- 
ders industries to form associations instead of for- 
bidding these as being “in restraint of trade.” It 
applies not only to makers but to distributors, 
Retail merchants and contractors must have their 
codes as well as manufacturers. 

The NIRA battle is being waged over so great 
a front that it is impossible at this stage to gauge 
what is happening or what the final result will be. 
There is complaint on the one hand that several 
important industries are hanging back and on the 
other that the admiristration is already deluged 
with work. But the fact remains that what is now 
being done is, from a business viewpoint, almost 
revolutionary, so completely does it upset all busi- 
ness traditions; so radically does it depart from the 
freedom of action which industry has heretofore 
claimed for itself —Toronto Star. 


COLLECTING TAXES 


The City of Edmonton is reported to be con- 
sidering a plan to collect taxes in monthly install- 
ments instead of in lump sums, and the Winnipeg 
Free Press expresses the opinion that Winnipeg 
might well look into the scheme. 

Most cities have been having difficulty with 
their tax collections during the past few years, and 
various expedients have been adopted to lure the 
dollars to the municipal treasury. Some cities, like 
Vancouver, give a discount for prompt payment. 
Others impose a penalty for delinquency. Some 
will accept payment in such installments as the 
ratepayer wishes to pay, and some pay interest 
on sums deposited before the taxes are due. It 
used to be a case of “pay or we shall take your 
property away.” But now it is “we should like 
very much for you to pay. If you do not, we may 
have to take your property, but we should regret 
the necessity. We do not want your property and 
shall be glad to do anything that will leave it in 
your hands."—Vancouver Province 


AFTER THE CONFERENCE

The world now has the choice of getting back to 
Liberal principles or going forward to still more 
elaborate experiments in controlled national 
economy looking towards “self-sufficiency.” If the 
latter road is taken, a second choice will have to 
be made between Fascism and Socialism. Notwith- 
standing all the sweet rances that are being 
put about that choice will be made by Force. Noth- 
ing has been more startling in post-war develop- 
ments than the prompt emergence of Fascism in 
countries as an answer to aggressive Socialism; and 
the evidence thus far available certainly suggests 
that if a Western country gets to the point where 
it feels that it has got to be bossed by somebody 
it prefers the strong-armed Fascist to the meddling 
Socialist. The nation that is through with Liberal 
doctrines of individual freedom and freedom of 
trade is in for lively times. 

In the face of these portents it not 
to foresee a great revival of Liberalism in all coun- 
tries concerned to maintain an ordered and pro- 
gressive civilization. In all these countries there 
have been powerful Liberal ¢lements, but they 
have been divided by minor political differences 
and by that indifference to political developments 
which has been characteristic of many in the post- 
war age A reintegration of all these elements on 
some wider and more generous basis than has 
served for parties in the past is the pressing need 
times. It is a time for people who believe 
in freedom to get together, forgetting the petty 
differences that have separated them, unless they 
are prepared to accept in due time, in a spirit of 
resignation, the booted foot on their necks. While 
this is specially true of trans-Atlantic nations, we 
need not be indifferent in Canada to the warning 
signals that are everywhere flying There are 
policies and possessions, precious to the Canadian 
people, which can only be defended by an organ- 
ization into which all the elements 
admire the prospect of a servile state, 
drawn.—Winnipeg Free Press

The Royal Canadian Mounted Police continue to 
arouse admiring comment. Their high standards 
and record of accomplishment have won for them 
universal praise. New York Times takes the 
sion of the first issue of “The Mounties,” a quarterly 
publication, to pay eulogistic tribute to the force 
and quotes approvingly a foreword in the maga- 
zine by Premier Bennett in which he says that 
its members “are as intent on conciliation 
accusation 
devoted to the prevention of disputes and crime 
as to the apprehension of those who have broken 
the law 

The Honor Roll, a feature of the opening num- 
ber of “The Mounties,” lists the men who have 
been killed in the performance of duty but, as the 
Times remarks, such fatalities are exceptional, 
though the courage displayed.and the chances 
taken by the officers do frequently involve grave 
risk of death. However, the force is feared by 
renegades and criminals for the very good reason 
that it seldom fails to “get its man” and bring him 
to justice 

The R.C.M.P,, then known as the Royal North- 
west Mounted Police, was first enlisted in 1873 to a 
strength of 150 for the purpose of keeping order in 
the territories taken over from the Hudson's Bay 
Company. It is now composed of 2,500 officers apd 
men, and posts are located throughout the Domin- 
ion, agsisting greatly in the maintenance of law and

Most patients may be allowed to move around 
and go about their ordinary occupations, but it is 
advisable to remain on the milk diet for some 
length of time.

Most patients make their mistake in returning to 
solid food at too early a date before the ulcer has 
been healed over entirely. Unless they know bet- 
ter, they follow the milk diet for a week or two 
and, when they notice the improvement which is 
brought about in practically every case, they re- 
turn right to solid meals. Since the aver- 
age person is perfectly satisfied on a full milk diet 
and is adequately nourished by it, the best plan is 
to use it for too long a time rather than take arly 
chances on an insufficient healing

watched and carefully arranged for a long period 
afterward. One medical authority has stated that
